"On the night of March 14, 1877, in a 
shanty on Chris Lemm's tanch, two 
miles east of Chico, on the Humboldt 
K»d, five undisguised white meif en 
tered, and, covering air Chinese occu 
pants with pistols, searched them for 
money. They then shot them, spilled 
coal oil through the shanty, fired it and 
JSft.

the Chinese shanty that night. Next 
morning the Chinaman brought word to 
CbJ.-o. The coroner and a jury went 
end held an inijaest. The verdict 
ww, " Murdered by unknown parties." 
On March 16, three suspected boys were 
arrested, but discharged. The citizens 
formed a meeting of one hundred and 
fifty, appointed an executive committee 
of twenty-seveu, who formed another 
committee of three. Sheriff" Schneider 
and his deputies took as little interest 
as if they had never been here. Ex- 
Sheriff Daniels took an active interest in 
detecting the murderers.. Col. Bee, 
iigent of the Chine.se companies, sent here 
R. B. Hall, head of Hall A Co.'s private 
detectives. On board the train he met 
detective James Hamilton, of San Fran- 
cisco. Hall and Hamilton arrived here 
on the 18th, and consulted with Daniels. 
The three agreed to work together, and 
this night they fully completed the most 
thoroughly and promptly worked out 
criminal mystery of California. By 
their instructions the drop-box of the 
Chico postoflice was kept cleared and 
watched by F. OL Kadclifle, clerk of 
John Bidwell. A suspicious letter was 
dropped ; Radchffe ran cut the back 
way, followed the young man who 
dropped it to the house of the Slaughter 
family, in town. The letter was then 
taken to the person addressed, opened, 
and found to be one of a threatening 
series. On the morning of the 19th 
city marshal Steward arrested Fred Con- 
way, the man who dropped the letter, 
and confined him in the city prison. By 
the direction of the detectives no charge 
was made against him. On the night of 
Thursday, the 23d, Conway made a con- 
fession, which was taken down by de- 
tective Ii. B. Hall, and subsequently 
signed and sworn to by Conway. It is 
as follows: 

co x way's confession: 
My name is F. E. Conway. The cir- 
cumstances of the murder of the four 
Chinamen at Chico, on the evening of 
the 14th, are these: Myself, Charles 



near Slaughter's, which I rented from 
C. M. White. At 7 o'clock, on the 
evening of the 14th, I, John Slaughter 
and Fred Conway went from Slaughter's 
house down Eighth Btreet. Shortly after 
we went out on the Humboldt road 
and met Eugene Roberts and Charles 
Slaughter, who joined us. We then 
went up the road, and turned towards 
the Chines! camp. At Lemm's Ranch, 
Roberts and John Spangler went ahead, 
and got over the fence into the field, 
where they stepped and talked about 
who should lead into the camp. Roberts 
John Slaughter first entered, 
and then all rushed in. Itoberts pro- 
posed shooting but I and Conway ob- 
jected. When the other boys entered I 
stood outside. None were disguised. 
Roberts gave me the word to shoot first. 
When I first heard of the intent I was at 
the fence. When Roberts and Slaughter 
proposed the robbery, nt*«tr the camp, 
Roberts proposed, killing, I think, for 
safety. Roberts had a bottle of kero-. 
sene, the contents of which he threw 
over the Chinamen. When the firing 
commenced, some one asked : " Which 
one do you want?" 

The five confessing to murder are the 
two Slaughters, Roberts, Steinbrook and 
Conway. The other confessions are by 
Holdenltaum and Wright, of incendi- 
arism. H. T. Jones, a third Slaughter 
boy named Pleasant, and John Mahoney, 
are in jail as incendiaries. These have 
not yet confessed, but doubtless will. 
Wright says he and Jones fired the soap 
factory. The three Slaughter boys, 
Conway and Jim Fay, burned the Chico 
creek laundry and Mrs. Roberts's barn 
and the Chinese tenement Dear Chioo. 
Holdenb.tum was arrested in a lumber 
camp thirty-five miles from here. Fay 
and Pleasant Slaughter were arrested 
here. The two Slaughters, Conway, 
Holdenbaum, Wright, Steinbrook and 
Mahoney were taken before Justice Hal- 
let and waived examination. The five 
murderers were held without bail. The 
incendiaries were held to bail in £8,000 
each, and were committed in default.

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Chico residents, living near together, 
started out, not knowing myself what 
we were going to do. John Slaughter 
asked me to go along. They did not 
tell me what they intended doing till 
near the cabin, when Roberts said : 
" Unless we kill the Chinamen, we will 
be arrested." The first object was to 
rob them of their money, as it was be- 
lieved they had some about them. When 
we entered, there were six Chinamen 
there. Roberts and Charles Slaughter 
examined the cabin and the person of 
each Chinaman, while the rest of us 
held our pistols to them to keep them 
quiet. I don't know whether either of 
the boys got any money. Roberts, be- 
fore the shooting commenced, scattered 
coal oil broadcast over the cabin and 
the Chinamen from a bottle of the liquid 
which he carried in his pocket. I don't 
know as any one set tire to the cabin. 
After scattering the coal oil, all fired, 
each selecting a Chinaman. Some of the 
crowd fired more than once. Four 
Chinamen were killed, as we learned, by 
our shots, and two were wounded who 
are alive. As soon as we fired, we left 
in haste, following down the lumber 
company's flume, through the woods, 
and separating near Mr. Roberts's house. 
The killing occurred about 6 o'clock, as 
near as I can tell. We separated about 
9:30 and went home to Slaughter's, 
where we have been living for a few 
months past. .When the murder became 
known, Mrs. Polmantier, the mother of 
the Slaughter boys, accused me and the 
boys of having had a hand in it. Rob- 
erts was the principal man and talker. 
I don't know who suggested the robbery. 
John Slaughter first mentioned it to me. 
Roberts told us that H. C. Wright would 
swear we were all at the stable that 
night at the hour of the murder. His 
statement concerning the fires is that 
there have been Reveral attempts to fire 
Chinatown. Henry C. Wright first sug- 
gested it, about February 15. I am 
confident that A. M. Ames, president of 
the Labor Union, was cognizant of the 
intended burning. The night following 
Wright told me that he and Jones, the 
carpenter, went to Chinatown and laid 
in wait to fire it, but several men were 
arouud and they thought they were de- 
tectives, so they didn't do it. The night 
Bidwell's soap factory was burned I saw 
Wright in the crowd. He called me to 
one side and said that he and three or 
four others had " done a little job; " he 
did not say who the others were. On 
March 3d, John Slaughter told me that 
his brother Charles, Henry C. Wrigut, 
the carpenter Jones and Thomas Stein- 
brook were to burn both Chinatowns, 
when, he did not state distinctly. When 
the boys' intention was made known to 
me, I wanted to turn back, but dared 
not, believing then and now that they 
would have killed me. I make this 
freely, voluntarily and without fear, 
menace, or hope of reward. This state- 
ment is sworn to, on oath, the same as 
the verified complaint, on March 24, 
1877, before A. Hal let t, justice of the 
peace. The detectives then had the offi- 
cers arrest the Slaughter boys, Stein- 
brook and Roberts. The jail having 
only three cells, the detectives billeted 
the prisoners* around in private rooms, 
with keepers to keep them separate. 

STEIN BBOOK'6 CONFESSION. 

The next confession was Steinbrook's. 
His confession was sworn to also, on the 
21th of March, and coincides exactly 
with the preceding one. The additional 
facta are as follows: I live in tha house 



There are situations in the aggregate 
life of the world which are properly 
styled epocha There are epochs — epi- 
demical epochs — financial epochs, in- 
dustrial epochs and commercial ej«>chs. 
The one now dawing upon the world is 
an industrial epoch, and its results most 
deeply concern America ; and every man 
of intelligence in America who has capi- 
tal ought to give to this new shaping of 
events his earnest attention. 

Let us examine the condition of the 
nations of the earth to-day. What are 
they doing? Which among them are 
making money, which among them are 
drifting into bankruptcy ? 

Russia desires to enter ujkhi a career 
as a manufacturing nation, and has al- 
ready forbidden any railway company 
from using rails, cars, locomotives cr 
other articles which are not manufac 
tured in Russia and of Russian material. 
It is dawing upon the mind of the czar 
that if he could honorably get out of his 
difficulty with Turkey and use the im- 
mense sums which war with that power 
would cost for the fostering of national 
industry — mechanical industry — Russia 
would, in a decade, emerge richer, hap 
pier and much more intelligent and en 
titled to respect than she would after a 
decade of war with the Turks, even 
though she succeeded in driving the 
sultan out of Europe and acquired Con- 
stantinople and a large slice of European 
Turkey. 

Russia begins to be impressed with 
this great fact. She begins to realize 
the true condition of herenemy. Turkey 
is a colossal mendicant. She has no re- 
sources, no manufactures, no intelligence 
and no money, but plenty of extrava- 
gance, arrogance, ignorance and beastly 
inhumanity. The agriculturists of Tur- 
key are slaves, the women of Turkey are 
simply concubines, and the religious fan- 
aticism rendered permanent by the pro- 
found ignorance of the masses, makes it 
impossible for Turkey to ever progress 
out of her stagnated and decaying posi- 
tion as a cation of the earth. Conse- 
quently what could Russia gain were 
she able to-day to annex all of European 
Turkey to her dominion ? 

Pass to Germany. What is the condi- 
tion of that newly created empire? 
Every man of intelligence knows that 
the grip of hard times has not slackened 
since the payment of the French war in- 
demity demoralized values throughout 
the empire and by reaction caused the 
worst panic that has afflicted Germany 
since the war time- of the first Napoleon 
when Berlin fell befere his victorious 
arms. Germany is importing more than 
she is sxporting and this, united with 
the mad freak of changing the specie 
basis of the empire — declaring that silver 
shall no longer be money and that gold 
only shall be money — is causing the bal- 
ance of trade with foreign nations to run 
heavily against her. Russia has closed 
the door against many German articles 
in the iron way and has decreed that 
such articles must be made at home and 
out of home material. There are no 
trade relations subsisting between Ger- 
many and France and in all other mar- 
kets of the world German manufactures 
meet with a competition which they find 
it impossible to overcome and the conse- 
quence is her industrial pursuits lan- 
guish. 

Italy and Spain cut very little figure 
in the industrial affairs of the world. 
Both are heavily in bebt. Neither have 
a reserve of undeveloped resources, and 
both are groping in tuch intellectual 
darkness and bigotry that all the more 
enlightened nations have passed them in 
the race for industrial excellence and 
domination. iThey count for nothing. 
They are dead to all of the magnificent 
achievements of the future. 

Austria can hardly be said to be in a 
better condition. A polar wave of finan- 
cial depression has swept her from bor- 
der to border and she is prottrate. In 
1873 there were in "Vienna alone 294 joint 
stock companies with a paid-up capital 
of 1, 702,000, 000 of florins. A florin is 
worth 47i cent* Americcan coin ; call it, 
for the sake of convenience, fifty cents. 
The paid up capital of these companies 
would be $8M ,000,000, which, eveu in 
America, is a good deal of money. The 
panic in Austria was uuUer pretty good

The United States has a wonderful re- 
serve of undeveloped resouices. Aus- 
tria has not. Austria will verj soon be 
distanced in the coming race ot indus- 
trial supremacy. 

France is the most industrious and 
economical nation on earth to-day — that 
is to say, she excels all the commer-ial 
nations in this particular. France is 
more prosj>erous than Germany is — as a 
nation — but how strong will she be in 
competing for supremacy as the manu- 
facturer of the world's goods? H«r 
masses can not read and write. How 
are they to win the race from more in- 
telligent competitors ?

Nor. Your readers may remember the 
quaint legend about the last resting 
place ol the great Khan. Within the 
f>mb lies a man who seems asleep. 
Every evening a sheep or a horse is tied 
near to the 3|>ot, and lo! in the morning 
the animals have been eaten. In three 
hundred years, says the Mongols, the 
sleeper will awake and lead countless 
hosts of his children to victory and do- 
minion. The old story is said to be cir- 
culating more and more widely every 
year. Then the Mongols say that con- 
stantly the drifting sands disclose, here 
and there, gold and silver treasures, 
which'they have a superstitious dread of 
touching. The buried cities under the

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A correspondent of the St. Louis Re- 
publican, writing from Arkadelpbia, 
Arkansas, under date of March 23d, gives 
the following interesting account of ar- 
chteological discoveries in that region : 
I think I have struck a big bonanza 
here, and, if I am not mistaken, this is 
the field for the arcba-ologist who revels 
in the relics of the pre-bistoric man. 
When the old military road was opened 
from Memphis in l*:n to the Mexican 
(now Texas) line, the route lay along 
what appeared to have been a well-totm. 
and graded road about fifty feet in 
width, and apparently so old that trees 
of the largest and oldest growth had 
grown to maturity, decayed and their 
places filled with others. In fact, all the 
indications were that the road had been 
built from eight hundred to one thou- 
sand years. The Indians then living 
here had a tradition of another race 
which bad inhabited this country which 
they called the Lena-Lena}*, or wise men, 
and claimed that their domain extended 
from the great American bottom east of 
St. Louis, far off to the southwest. They 
also boasted that when the fiercer tribes 
of red men came from the north they 
drove these peacefnl cultivators ef the 
soil toward Mexico, and that remnants 
of the tribes driven away still lived 
away toward the great hills in the sunset 
land. The pioneers who had charge of 
opening the military road had learned 
to look upon the dusky sons of the forest 
as liars and frauds, and attached but 
little importance to the traditiens, but 
when they reached the Ouachita, near 
where this town is built, the Indians 
pointed out to them the mounds, and 
especially the one on the Caddo, which 
is over one hundred feet high, then they 
began to believe the story, and the offi- 
cers mentioned the mounds and the 
tradition in their report. But Arkansas 
was a far-off country then, especially the 
western and southern part, and the ex- 
istence of the mounds was soon forgotten, 
if generally known, which was probably 
not the case. 

When white settlements came the 
pioneer followed the Ouachita up to this 
point, near the Caddo, and, finding the 
soil rich and everything as attractive as 
nature could make it, did what the Lena 
I >en ape did, started a town and began 
cultivating a soil which gave the most 
extravagant returns for the labor ex- 
pended upon it, and for years bo 
terested were they in raising corn and 
cotton that they gave no thought to the 
rich treasures which might be buried in 
the mounds. About twenty years ago 
it occurred to Col. H. W. McMillan, 
then a young attorney of this place, that 
it might be well to dig into one of these 
artificial hills, and, if possible, discover 
some relics of a past and forgot tou age. 
Taking a couple of negroes and a supply 
of picks and shovels, he began operation 
en the large mound on the Caddo. This 
hill was covered with a growth of large 
trees, and had it not been for the fact 
that it rose out of a level plain, might 
have been mistaken for a natural mound. 
The laborers, after digging a few feet, 
struck a rich lead which panned out a 
number of earthen jugs, bowls and 
dishes and a few pipes, all ol them curi- 
ously carved, and evidently containing 
inscriptions in hieroglyphics as difficult 
to decipher as those found by Professor 
Smith among the ancient Abyssinian 
ruins. The crockery was made of clay, 
and had been hardened by fire, and when 
found was in a good state of preservation. 

While making these examinations, an 
old Spanish sword was found buried 
nearly a foot beneath the soil and under 
it the remaius ot a human skeleton. 
About the skeleton was found some 
pieces of iron, evidently portions of the 
style of armor worn in the time of De 
Soto, and similar to those found at the 
old salt springs below this place, while 
the sword was the counterpart of the 
one found near Hot Springs about four 
years ago. • 

The net result of Col. McMillan's re- 
searches was a barrel of jugs, bowls, 



pipes and some stone relict which he had 
removed to his wffice, where they were 
thrust aside and forgotten for quite a 
nmber of years. But when the ancient | 
kettles and iron camp utensils were 
found at the salt wells a few years ago, 
giving indisputable evidence that De 
Soto^had camped there, the colonel be- 
thought him of the ancient sword and 
went to his barrel to get it, but it 
was gone, and has never since been dis- 
covered. 

M>me five years ago Cel. McMillan 
gave the relics he had left to one of the 
editors of the Memphis Appeal, and that 
gentleman depositeo them in the state 
library at Nashville, where they still 
remain. 

During the last twenty years Mr. W. 
A. Trigg (the largest planter in this part 
ot the state, and a gentleman of the old 
school of ho»pitality), has gathered many 
relics similar to tln.se already described, 
from mounds on his plantation, but has 
given them away whenever asked for.

I*st week a ditcher named Louis Gib- 
uey, while making excavations on the 
Welch farm hear here, found a number 
of pipes and a lamp formed in imitation 
of a duck, the whole surface bearing in- 
scriptions. About the same time some 
persons living near the Ouachita river, 
about five miles below here, discovered 
that the river in washing the bank away 
at a bend had unearthed a large number 
of skeletons which measure over seven 
feet from the top of the skull to the heel. 
No relics of any kind have been discov- 
ered, but this is probably due to the fact 
that no excavation has been made save 
by the action of the river. 

The distance from here to the Hot 
Springs is twenty miles, and the evi- 
dences prove beyond a doubt that the 
pre-historic inhabitants must have known 
of their existence, and have used them 
as their extensive burying grounds, and 
their mounds would indicate that they 
visited this rich and beautiful valley of 
the Ouachita as a water-cure and health 
assort. 

From this point up to its source in 
the mountains the Ouachitt is one of the 
most beautiful streams on the continent. 
In size the stream is about equal to the 
upper Wabash, but the fall ia so great 
that the current is much swifter. It 
abounds with fine fish, a large* portion 
being shad, and the wild character of the 
scenery after it enters the mountains 
near Hot Springs, makes it a delightful 
retreat for fishing and hunting parties. 
But a few d&ys ago a party of gentle- 
men from New Y«»rk went up the river 
to spend a month fishing and hunting. 
They were supplied with tents and camp 
equipage.

reasons for their lielief in it» value and 
wholeeotneiie*, while they leave to those 
wh» bare naver tried it all the horrors 
of its Hcratchinew, and the fears of being 
dissected alive by its blades of bran. 

It is gratifying to observe in the inter- 
ests of public health, that its use is in- 
creasing very rapidly. A dozen years 
ago, one had to inquire where it could 
be found ; now it is kept in almost every 
grocery and tiour Btore. Formerly it 
wan often comjwunded of bran, corn 
meal, rye, short", and various other arti- 
«-|«ele*; now it must 1* ground directly 
from the whole wheat, and a very clean 
and superior article at that. We believe 
the grain is generally much more thor- 
oughly cleaned than that used for fine 
flour, because none oi the tell-tale debris 
can be removed after grinding, therefore 
it must be removed before grinding. 

We are now taking another step, in 
learning that it is generally improved by 
a special mode of grin-ling. It requires 
nharp stones, which cut the bran into 
fine pieces. The coaree, or " high ground"' 
Urahain, makes hard and rough broad 
biscuit. That which is rubbed fine by 
dull atones, while it makes the starchy 
part very fine and floury, leaves the rich 
crust of the kernel in coarse, unsightly 
flakes, and the flour is so much less rich 
and sweet. .Some people make the mis- 
take of sifting this bran out. It is much 
better to get that which is properly 
ground. If the stones are very sharp, as 
they should be, they cut the bran tine, 
and mingle '.horoughly the starch and the 
gluten, giving you the entire richness 
and nutrition of the grain. It requires 
a little practice to distinguish such flour 
readily by the eye ; but when once its 
value is appreciated, it will not soon be 
forgotten. 

We are also beginning to appreciate 
the importance of the fact that meal and 
flour ground in this fashion can be made 
up without the addition of any foreign 
ingredients, made light and attractive 
without having the pure sweetness of the 
grain soured by yea-t or burned by al- 
kali, or filled up by the residuum of any 
kind of baking powders. This is em- 
phatically mixed bread with brans, 
making things light by the ait with 
which they are put together. 

Some people, not understanding this 
high art, think it necessary to use milk 
or soda or eggs in making Graham bis- 
cuit; but all these devices are only so 
many subterfuges for the lack of intelli- 
gence or ingenuity, or an unintelligent 
effbrt to supply some defect in poor flour. 
If the following recipe be carefully fol- 
lowed, it w/ll male? very passable biscuit 
from aluvst any kind of < iraham flour, 
to l>e »*ten warm ; but if you have the 
right kind of flower, you will have light, 
tender, delicate, sweet, and perfectly 
■vhales»me biscuit, good cold as well a* 
warm, ttough better. if made fresh every 
day or twt. They are vastly less trouble 
to make tnan any of the ordinary kinds 
of bread or bi.-cuit made of fine flour. 

Batter Ba i it.— A hot oven is 
indispensable. Place cold soft water 
in a stirring bowl, the colder the 
better. fStir with a spoon in one hand 
and sift in tli,. Hajjx witK_t*»« oti»>. 
. Make just thick enough not to settle 

Hat. Different kinds of flour require 
different proportions, but a good way is 
to make some of different thicknesses 
from the earue batch, and so find out 
which is best. Bake either in tin or 
iron, very slightly oiled to prevent stick- 
ing. If in iron gem pans they should be 
heated first and the batter dropped in 
when they are hiding hot. Tut them 
in the oven at once. Bake them on the 
top first, unless your oven ia one of that 
rare sort that bakes evenly on all sides. 
They should begin to brown on the top 
in about, fifteen minutes; then they may 
be set down to bake on the bottom. 
Twenty-five or thirty minutes should 
bake them sufficiently. If they stand in 
the oven much longer than that, they 
will be hard and tough. Slip out imme- 
diately from the pans, place on a plate 
let them stand five minuses, and serve 
If they are still a little sticky, let them 
stand until they are cool enough to be 
eaten comfortably, and they will be no 
longer sticky. In keeping them they 
should not be covered, nor should they 
be piled upon each other until thev are 
quite cold. 

Every one of these directions should 
1* carefully observed. The slow sifting 
of the flour into the water carries with 
it a large amount of air. the expansion 
of which by the heat makes the biscuit 
light. If it stands before baking, the air 
will escape. If baked on the bottom 
first, some of the air will rise and escape ; 
but if the top be scalded over first, the 
air will be confined and explaned in the 
biscuit. If it scorch too soon on the 
top an air chamber will be formed in- 
stead of having the air envenly distrib- 
uted throughout the biscuit. For a 
similar reason small pans must be used, 
so that the biscuit can be heated through 
quickly enough to prevent the escape of 
she air. Any condiment has a tendency 
to harden and make the biscuit heavy. 
Some observing this, omit salt entirely 
and h ev eu^l»ke the taste of them better 

Rather indifferent flour may be made 
passable by mixiug it with corn meal, or 
the mixture may be used for variety, as 
it Ls very sweet and palatable, as follows : 
Cok.s BISCUIT.— Measure one part cor . 
meal ami scald it with boiling water. 
Beat it smooth, and add three parts Gra- 
ham flour, with cold water enough to 
make a batter considerably thicker than 
for the pure wheat biscuit, so that they 
will appear rather rough on the surface. 
Hake in the same way, as in the previous 
recipe, for thirty five or forty minutes. 
After dishing let them stand covered 
ten or fifteen minutes before serving. 

A very hearty and wholesome pudding 
can be made with very coarse corn meal 
and Graham flour, as follows : 

American Pm m Pcddim..— Two and 
half cups of the coarse corn meal.

Nervousness is one of the prices we 
have to pay for t iviliyUion : the nervous 
savage is a being unheard of. For this 
disorder, which is partly of mental and 
partly of bodily nature, relief is sought 
in various ways, and among these we 
may place the employment of narcotics. 
The tem|>orary relief afforded by these 
drugs is very apt to lead those who suffer 
from nervous sensations to nut too much 
trust in, and resort too frequently to 
them. In the long run they prove most 
destructive to health. Their use has of 
late been so frequent as to threaten so- 
ciety with a serious evil. It has been 
boldly contended that chloral is to be 
found in the work-boxes and liasketsof 
nearly every lady in the we-t end of t he- 
metropolis, " to calm her nerves." No 
doubt this is an exaggeration, but it is a 
fact that in New York chloral punch 
bad becomean institution scarcely a year 
after the introduction of chloral into 
medical practice, and now it turns out 
that Germany — "sober, orderlv, patern- 
ally-ruled Germany" — has such a thing 
as morphia disease spreading among its 
population. The symptoms are not un- 
like those of opium-eating. Experience 
suggests that persons suffering from this 
disease should at once be deprived of the 
drug. Their will fullness and liability to 
relapse, however, arc so great, that it is 
said that only al>out twenty-five ">er 
cent, have been seen to rei-over in a large 
series of cases.

The imperial Ottoman navy consists 
at the present time of fifteen iron-clads, 
five woodeu frigates, eleven wooden cor- 
vettes, two gun vessels and eleven gun- 
boats, seven of which are armor-plated. 
In addition to these vessels, which may be 
considered as the efficient portion of the 
fighting part of the navy, there are 
seven large transpcrts, five of them pad- 
dle-wheel steamers and the other two 
screw-ships, six fast di^patch-vest-el pad- 
dle-wheel steamers and two imperial 
yachts, which, on occasion, are also em- 
ployed in the public service. 

Besides the ships thus enumerated 
there are three old wooden liue-of-battle 
ships and a few small .'chooners in com- 
mission, as well as four very smart 
schooner-rigged screw-steamers for the 
revenue service. The official navy lisl 
represents a much greater force than is 
here represented, as the names of a num- 
ber of old \- ooden hulks are still retained, 
and also of a few steamers which, from 
the length of service they have seen, are 
in anything but an efficient condition, 
and of little use as either transports or 
fighting craft. But the object Wing to 
enable the reader to form a correct idea 
as to the strength and value of the im- 
perial Ottoman navy these have been 
purposely left out of the consideration. 

To commence then, with the iron-clad 
fleit, which in point of numbers, strength 
»f construction and nrmanent is, after 
that of England, one of the most power- 
ful in the world. Of the fifteen iron- 
clids of which it is composed lour — 
namely, the Mahn-ondieb, Orchantich. 
I muinieh and Azizich— are broadside 
trirates with four-inch armor plates and 
i;ir:v, each of them, sixteen heavy 
Armstrong guns (fourteen on the main 
dec!), one hundred and fifty «>on<lers. and 
two revolving (pivot) guns on the upper 
«e*ck, one, a three hundred pounder, at 
the sttrn. (These vessels arc each of 
4,'2M tons, and their horse power nine 
hundred.) Then there are four of an- 
other class— box battery ships, as they 
are sometimes called, built after a de- 
sign by Mr. Bead, C. B., in which tht 
attempt is made to secure the advant- 
ages of a turret ship by giving them a 
certain r.mount ot all-around tire whik 
retaining the stability of a broadside 
craft. The names of these vessels are as 
follows: Fethi Bulend (<ireat Victory) 
Motiani Zaffir, Avni [llati ( l.ift of God) 
and the Mukadenieh Khair, < Happy Be 
ginning) The Fethi Bulend and 
Mukadenieh. Khair are sister ships 
having been constructed upon the same 
lines, the first named in England, by the 
Thames Iron Works company, anil the 
Other at the Imperial arsenal at the 
Golden Horn. They are both very formid 
able craft, being protected with nine-inch 
armor plating and earring four Arm 
strong 12i-ton guns in a central battery, 
with the ports so arranged as to admit of 
fore and aft fire. Their tonnage is 
1,601 6-10 tons and the horse power ol 
their engines is .">(»<>. The other two — 
the Meuany Zaflir and Avni Illah — are 
of the same type, but their armor pitt- 
ing is not quite so thick nor their guns 
*o heavy. They are not quite so larire 
either, their tonnage l>eing only 1,899 
and their horse power 4<m>. 

The next on the list arc the four iron 
clads ori'rinally intended for the khedive 
of Egypt. These vessels, named re- 
spectively the Arsary Shefket, the Nedj- 
miShetket, the Arsary Tebyk and the 
Iilalieh, form a seperate class again to 
the others, as they carry theirarmament 
in broadside ports in a central batten, 
protected mrainst fore and aft fire by 
armor-plated bulkheads. The two first 
ate Bister ships ; they each carry four 
guns (200 pounders) on the main deck 
and a heavy gun m ninted on a revolving 
platform on the upper. They were con- 
structed at Trieste in 1870: the thick- 
ne» of their armor-plating is some six 
and a half inches, tonnage 1.5*3 and 
horse power ;>">0. TheJAr«ary Tcfyk is a 
much larger vessel than the last named 
craft, her tonnage being 8.143 and horse- 
povei 750. She .•arries eight guns, also in 
her broadside ports, of the same calil>er 
as the others, and though the thickness 
o/'ho'- armor i-. about the same, she i* h 
much finer vessel. The Ijlalieh diflers 
again from the others in size and horse- 
power, though her armament is the same 
as that of the two first mentioned vessels 
of this cla»s, and is also thecase with the 
armor plating. This ship, as well as the 
Arsary Tefyk, is ot French construction; 
her tonnage is 1,660 and the horse power 
of her engines '■',<)<>. 

Two turret vessels and one more large 
iron-clad frigate complete the list of sea- 
going ironclads. 

The Louthfi Djelil and Hiftzi liamin 
are twin screw ships, carrying each ol 
them four guns — 1">0 pound Armstrongs 
— in two separate revolving turrets, pro- 
tected by seven inch armor plating. 
Their tonnage is 1,361 and horse-power 
800. 

The Messondieh, the last on the list 
and the latest addition to the iron-clad 
fleet, is »»ne of the most formidable ships 
afloat, being a finer vessel than the 
British Iron-clad Hercules, the flagship 
of the Mediterranean fleet. She carries 
fourteen guns, twelve and a ball tons 
Woolwich pattern (the most approved 
type in England), and the thickness 
Ol her defensive armor is'twelve inches. 
Tbe tonnage of the Mes'ondieh is 
5,310 and the horse power of her 
magnificent engines is 1,200. She 
was built by the Thames Iron-works 
Company, and was only launched in the 
fall of 187-">. Ip addition to the advan- 
tage this ship jKisses in having such {iow- 
erful broadside armament, by special ar 
rangement in her construction the end 
ports on each side admit of those guns 
being trained almost on a line with her 
keel. 

THK ni'NBOAT.s. 

The seven iron clad gunboats, which 
were specially built for service on the 
Danube, are named as follows: Fethi 
Islam (Mo.:lem Victory), Buyourdelan 
(Heart Piercer), Semandereh, Scodra, 
Podgoritza, Isber (Lion) and Saffeh 
(Sword). These craft in general draw 
about five feet six inches ot water, and 
are armed with two light Armstrong 
guns. They are protected by a belt of 
three-and-a-half inch armor, and are tit- 
ted with eighty horse-power engines. 
The first five on the list are already on 
the Danube, stationed at Widdin, and 
placed under the command of Kiritlee 

iluessein Pacha, an active officer of the 
mperial navy. The other two were 
launched but a short time ago at the 
arsenal up the Golden Horn, and are of 
a much improved type. They are each 
li' K'l with a revolving turret, in which 
are mounted two Krupp nuns, eighty 
pounders, and are propelled by twin 
screws, worked by seperate engines. At 
the present moment they are lying at a 
buoy oft'Tophanch, receiving their stores 
preparatory to leaving for the Danube, 
which they will do with all dispatch. 
All Jthe vessels which eave been men- 
mentioned up to the present are in com- 
mission, and of the fifteen large iron- 
clads, ten are either cruising with Hobart 
Pacha, or are in station at different ports 
of the Levant, there b»ing but five at 
Constantinople at the j r sent tkoment. 

THK \V<K)l»i;.\ VKOKI.S. 

To turn now to the wooden vessels, 
which have their value as cruisers, guard 
ships or transports, the number of the 
frigates are as follows : Selimich, of .Ml 
guns, 600 horse power and 4,717 tons; 
tlie Ertogrul. of SO gune, 600 ht*rse pow- 
erand 12,344 tons: the Hundevendehair, 
of 50 guns, oim» bofa? power snd 2,807 
tons; the Mukbiri Soroor, of 21 guns, 
4oO horse power and 1 ,477 tons. These 
fourshipsare in ommission and cruising 
abont in the Levant, the last-named be- 
ing the training ship for the naval ca- 
dets. The Nasul Azin, the last on the 
list of the trigates. has just been thor 
oughly repaired, and is now being fitted 
for sea. She is pierced for 50 puns, her 
tonnage is 1, ">12, and horse power 4fto. 
The armament of th< eg vessels consists 
principally ol smo-th-borc guns, forty- 
two pounders, with here and there a 
sixty-eight pounder, but on the upper 
deck they a' I < ar.y *ery hi VI revolving 
(pivot?) guns or tbe latrst paitero. 
The corvettes are named respectively 
Siqope, Edi-neh. Mu-safir, Leuban, 
Mcnseurah. Broussa. Tsm'r, Iskerd^r a, 
Outarit, Mayztc and Zjuave. They are t 
all pierced either for twelve or fourteen 
guns; and their tonnage ranges from 750 
to 800, and the horse power of their 



engines is 160. Their armament, like 
that of the frigates, consists chiefly of 
smooth-bore guns of small caliber, with 
a heavy rifle revolving gun on the fore- 
castle. The vessels are all absent from 
Constantinople on service, four of them 
being stationed in the Adriatic ; one at 
Trebizond, in the Black sea ; two in the 
Bed sea; two up the Persian gulf, and 
the others in tbe Levant. The two gun 
vessels — the Sedkul Bahar and Beirut — 
each carry five guns, one heavy and the 
other of light caliber, and are generally 
employed on service in the lied sea. The j 
four gunboats, called ret>i>ectively the 
Akya, Shefket, Sunneh and Varna, are 
fitted with sixty horse power engines 
and carry each of them light guns. Ot 
the three old wooden liue-of-battle ships 
one, the Shadieh, is employed as the 
gunnery ship, and is stationed up the | 
irulf of Ismid ; one, the Fetigeb, is the 
depot ot Klet, and the other, the Peki 
Zeflier, is the receiving ship at the 
Golden Horn, having taken the place of 
tbe old Mahmondieb. which has since 
been broken up. 

THE PlIKSONNKl.. 

The strength of the personnel is set 
down officially as 1,921 officers of all 
ranks and 10,000 men, in which are in 
eluded 3,500 marines. Besides these 
men, however, there are the ' rcdifs,' - 
who have already served their time in 
the navy, and whose number may be- 
safely set down as another 15,<>00. It 
can not be said that the crews of the 
iron-clads have had all the training- that 
is necessary to make them good and 
efficient seamen, yet still a good deal has 
been done in the way of gunnery drill, 
and attempts have been made of late by 
changing the crews of the cadet trainin 
frigate after each voyage to affbr ' 
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many of these men as |x>rsil>le the oppor- 
tunity of acquiring some experience at 
sea. A gunnery ship was established 
some six years ago, and the services of a 
very efficient instructor obtained from 
the British government. Nearly the 
whole of the nien and all the sul-ordinate 
officers have passed through a regular 
course of drill on board of the said ship, 
and a number of the most intelligent 
among the latter have l>een specially 
trained as gunnery instructors, so that.
